SAC Milnes also advised that the subjects will meet tomorrow 
in three different places, one of which is located in a large parking lot in 
a shopping center at Bellevue, Washington, a suburb of Seattle. He 
requested authority to utilize the panel tmck in the shopping center in order 
to observe the meetii^ of subjects prior to the arrests. He stated the truck 
could be utilized with full security. 

SAC Milnes was granted authority to utilize the panel truck for 
this purpose after discussing the matter with SA Fletcher D. Thompson. 

It is noted that authority to utilize the truck in a similar situation in this 
case was previously granted.

In my earlier memorandum today, it was mentioned 

that I and six other individuals were to be arrested 

on conspiracy charges to violate the Bank Robbery Statute 

in connection with three proposed bank robberies t o be 

committed today in the Seattle, Washington, area. I 

and other members of this group are members of the Minutemen 

organization, a right-wing, anti-communist group. 


SAC Milnes, Seattle, Of f ice, advised that all 
seven subjects have been arrested. No incidents occurred. 
All subjects are at the present time being interviewed 
and will be arraigned on the charges later today. 

Incidental to the arrests of the subjects, our 
Agents seized a large amount of material which was to be 
utilized in the perpetration of the robberies. This 

( included three pistols, nine sticks of dynamite, safety 
fuse, blasting caps, ten Molotov cocktails, electric wire,' 
gasoline cans, a face mask, rope, and assorted items of 
clothing.
